ENGINEERING  ALUMNI  TO  SIT  ON  FACULTY  COUNCIL 


As  reported  in  the  last  edition  of  the  NEWS,  the  Engineer- 
ing Faculty  Council  has  approved  a recommendation  to  have 
15  Alumni  Representatives  sit  as  members  of  the  Council. 
The  recommendation  is  one  of  many  outlined  in  a Report 
proposing  the  re-structuring  of  the  Faculty  Council.  The 
Faculty  Council  is  the  highest  legislative  and  judicial  author- 
ity in  the  Faculty  and  has  responsibility  to  make  major  policy 
decisions. 

The  Report  calls  for  the  Alumni  to  be  “elected  annually 
from  and  by  the  Engineering  Alumni  Association,  including 


the  President  of  the  Association,  ex-officio.” 

A committee  under  the  chairmanship  of  P.  R.  Walters 
(5T6)  has  been  established  to  nominate  a slate  of  candidates 
to  serve  on  the  Council  for  the  academic  year  1972-73.  This 
means  of  selection  will  be  applied  only  for  the  first  year  since 
time  does  not  permit  the  full-scale  election  of  the  15  Alumni 
Representatives  to  Council.  A mechanism  for  the  election  of 
these  members  will  be  devised  by  the  Alumni  Association  and 
will  be  implemented  for  the  1973-74  term  of  the  Faculty 
Council.

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UTAA  HONOURED 

The  University  of  Toronto  Alumni  Association  has  received 
the  Citation  of  Merit  of  the  American  Alumni  Council  for 
1972.  The  award  recognizes  alumni  associations  for  excep- 
tional programs  and  activities. 

Selected  from  among  the  1500  member  institution,  the 
University  of  Toronto  is  one  of  three  universities  honoured 
this  year.  It  is  the  first  Canadian  university  to  be  thus  cited. 

The  award  to  U of  T was  based  on  “Alumni  in  the  Univer- 
sity Community”  — the  Report  of  the  President’s  Committee 
on  Long  Range  Planning  on  Alumni  Affairs.  The  Report, 
among  other  things,  recommended  that  the  Alumni  be 
formally  represented  on  the  governing  body  of  the  University. 

On  July  1,  this  year,  the  new  Governing  Council  of  the 
University  convened.  Eight  members  of  the  Council  were 
University  alumni  elected  by  the  alumni  from  among  the 
alumni.  Among  the  eight  were  two  Engineering  Alumni, 
Walter  J.  MacNeill  (4T6)  and  Keith  C.  Hendrick  (4T7). 

John  W.  Duncanson,  Director  of  Alumni  Affairs  at  U of  T 
and  Secretary  of  the  Committee,  said  that  “credit  for  winning 
the  award  must  be  shared  by  the  many  alumni  who  have 
worked  hard  to  see  the  alumni  emerge  as  a distinct  and 
separate  estate  within  the  University.” 


H AULT  AIN  HONOURED 

In  commemoration  of  a great  Schoolman,  the  Mill  Building 
has  been  renamed  the  Haultain  Building  to  perpetuate  the 
name  of  Prof.  H.  E.  T.  Haultain,  head  of  Mining  Engineering 
for  over  30  years. 

Prof.  Haultain  (SPS  ’89)  who  died  in  1961  at  the  age  of 
92  was  an  engineer,  teacher,  inventor  and  the  originator  of 
the  Iron  Ring.  The  idea  of  the  iron  ring  as  an  emblem 
of  Engineering  came  to  Prof.  Haultain  while  reading  Rudyard 
Kipling’s  line,  “But  iron  — cold  iron  — is  the  master  of  them 
all.”  He  persuaded  the  famous  author  to  write  the  now 
famous  ritual.  The  first  Iron  Ring  Ceremony  was  in  1926. 

Included  in  Prof.  Haultain’s  many  inventions  is  the  Infra- 
sizer which  separates  extremely  fine  pulverized  ore  according 
to  particle  size.  Unable  to  interest  commercial  manufacturers 
in  producing  them  he  formed  his  own  company,  Infrasizers 
Ltd.,  for  that  purpose.  He  subsequently  turned  the  company 
over  to  the  University,  which  operates  it  from  an  office  in 
the  now  Haultain  Building,  where  Prof.  Haultain  carried  out 
most  of  his  work.

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CANADIAN  LOW  POLLUTION  CARS 
TAKE  4 OF  7 TOP  PLACES 

A vehicle  entered  by  the  University  of  British  Columbia 
took  first  place  among  64  low  pollution  vehicles  that  arrived 
at  Milford  Proving  Grounds,  Michigan  for  the  Urban  Vehicle 
design  competition  on  August  6-10,  1972.  Miss  Purity  II 
entered  by  the  students  of  the  Faculty  of  Applied  Science  and 
Engineering  at  U of  T,  lead  by  Juri  Otsason,  a Mechanical 
Engineering  graduate  student,  was  not  able  to  participate  in 
three  of  the  ten  tests  because  of  an  undiagnosed  problem  that 
limited  speed.  In  overall  results,  however,  she  finished  sixth 
out  of  sixty-four,  but  was  given  the  award  for  “Innovation”, 
the  most  highly  rated  single  factor  in  the  competition. 

This  year’s  competition  placed  the  emphasis  on  a vehicle 
that  was  suitable  for  urban  travel,  emitted  a minimum  of 
pollutants,  provided  maximum  protection  in  both  high  and 
low  speed  collisions,  used  fuel  efficiently  and  offered  good 
general  performance. 

The  U of  T entry  was  an  all-electric  vehicle  that  is  smaller 
than  any  commercial  car  now  on  the  road.  The  car’s  bumpers 
were  designed  to  sustain  collisions  up  to  5 miles  per  hour 
without  damage  to  the  vehicle,  an  advantage  that  no  mass- 
produced  automobile  offers.  Its  batteries  would  probably 
provide  energy  for  120  miles  of  steady  30  mph  driving  or 
60  miles  of  typical  down-town  driving,  before  recharging  at 
any  domestic  Hydro-electric  outlet. 

During  the  competition,  the  noise  test  required  cars  to 
pass  the  instrument  checkpoint  at  40  mph.  Miss  Purity  II, 
virtually  silent  because  it  is  electrically  driven,  was  unfortu- 
nately limited  to  10  mph  due  to  the  undiagnosed  fault.  Prof. 
Frank  Hooper,  a faculty  consultant  on  the  project,  said  that 
had  Miss  Purity  II  been  able  to  take  part  in  this  one  test 
for  noise  then  the  U of  T entry  would  have  topped  the  list. 

Sixth  place  in  a field  of  64  is  nothing  to  be  ashamed  of! 
Congratulations  on  a job  well  done,  once  again,  to  the  Miss 
Purity  crew. 


2T3  TROPHY  MISSING 


On  their  graduation  day,  the  class  of  2T3  was  presented  a 
huge  brass  shell  casing  by  Dean  Mitchell  (shown  in  the 
picture).  The  Dean  had  served  as  Brigadier-General  in  the 
Italian  campaign  of  World  War  I and  had  returned  home 
with  this  souvenir.  The  casing  was  used  in  firing  an  18" 
shell  by  an  Austrian  Howitzer. 

At  that  time,  the  trophy  was  left  on  display  in  the  Engineer- 
ing Stores.  It  has  since  disappeared.  The  class  of  2T3  is 
appealing  to  anyone  who  knows  the  present  whereabouts  of 
the  trophy.
